“In the middle-western small town,”

bated. Lincoln was that kind of boy. 

“One of his principal gifts was sa- 
tire. Others were mimicry, histrionic 
antics, deep-seated antagonisms, cold- 
ness, a sort of logic such as*you would 
expect the village genius to develop.” 


Lincoln, he writes, “was manner- 
less, unkempt, and one wonders if he 
was not unwashed. ... For this rea- 
son the myth has grown up of the 
easy, good-hearted Lincoln, the demo- 
cratic Lincoln, who loved everyone 
and whom people everywhere hailed 
as Abe or Uncle Abe.

Physician Claims 
Prot. Einstein 


“Lifted” Theory 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 5.—(UP)— 
A suit charging Dr. Albert Einstein 
“unified field” the- 
ory from a copyrighted book was 
brought against the noted German 
physicist in federal court. today by 
Dr. Ira D. Edwards, Los Angeles 
physician. 

Dr. Edwards’ suit held that Dr. 
Kinstein’s much publicized theory was 
from Edwards’ book; “The 
Why and Wherefor of Things,” pub- 
lished and copyrighted November 19, 

The complaint stated that. irrepara- 
ble damage had been done to Edwards 
and that he could not be compensated 
for damages in ‘an action at law and 
for which there was no adequate rem- 
edy save in a court of equity. 

Edwards asked: 

That a perpetual writ of injunction 
be granted enjoining Einstein direct-

“I am not satisfied with the .rec- 
ord,” the veteran knight of the roar- 
ing road declared after he had torn 
himself away from a huge crowd of 
spectators and racing officials who _ 
swarmed out onto the beach to con- 
gratulate him on his remarkable feat. 

“The car has lots more speed in it 
and I am a bit disappointed that con- 
ditions prévented me from 
faster. 

“The unevenness of the beach held 
down my speed and the visibility was 
so poor that I could not ‘do better. 
At no time during my runs could I 
see more tian or yards in 
front of me because of the haze that 
hung over the course. My car. was 
picking up speed all the time and I 
would have gone much faster than I 
did if conditions had been better.’

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utlook for 1931 Peach Crop 
_In South Shows Probable Drop 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—In the 
south, according to the department of 
agriculture outlook for 1931, the 
peak of production from peach trees 
now in orchards was apparently 
reached in 1928. Even with favorable 
weather conditions the size of the 
southern crop during the next few 
seasons is likely to be considerably 
less than in 1928, although larger than 
in 1929 or 1930, when for the south 
as a whole production was somewhat 
below the average of the last five 
years. In California the upward trend 
in production of clingstone varieties is 
nearing its peak, and for freestone va- 
rieties the trend will probably con- 
tinue downward.

New Weather Theory 
Advanced bi; Abbot 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(#)— 
The theory that changes in the in- 
tensity of the sun's rays regulate 
the weather, and make long-range 
weather ferecasts possible was ad- 
vanced today by Dr Charles G, 
Abbot, astronomer of the Smithson- 
ian institution. 

Meteorologists hitherto have be- 
lieved weather depends mainly on 
irregularities of the earth’s surface 
and could not be predicted far in 
advance any more than could the 
passage of rough water in a stream 
over a rocky bed. 

Dr. Abbot argued, however, “that 
weather, on the contrary, is caused 
chiefly by the frequent interven- 
tions of actual changes of the emis- 
sion of radiation within the sun it- 
self.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—(4)—Cap- 
tain Maleolm Campbell, peering 
through a telescopic sight down the 
hood over blasting motors, has driven 
his fantastic-shaped juggernauts of 
racing cars:to many new records dur- 
ing a lifetime that has lasted far 
beyond 
kings. 

The tall, soft-spoken Scotsman was 
born in Kent, England, in 1885, a 
descendant of an ancient line, and his 
father was considered very wealthy. 
He was educated for bisiness, trav- 


the normal span of speed 


to learn the languages, and. was ad- 
vanced into the marts of trade as a 
highly successful: insurance broker at 
Lloyds. But the thrill of the pioneer, 
both in airplane flying and automo- 
bile racing, held his imagination al- 
ways. 

His hobby is a racing car, his 
dream a speed of 300 miles an hour. 
As far back as 1903, when he was 
but 18 years old, Campbell tinkered 
with antique cars and motorcycles to 
find out what made them go. His per- 
sonal funds were limited but e 
worked his hobby up into racing both 
automobiles and motorcycles in Eng- 
land, experiments in flying, on to the 
less hazardous major racing events of 
pre-war days, through a war-time fly- 
ing career in: the royal air corps and 
finally ta the building of his own cars 
for special speed tests. 

Campbell raced for the first time in. 
1907 in motorcycle events at Brook- 
lands, Great Britain's famous track, 

few miles from London. 


In 1909, handicapped by lack of 
funds and a lack of interest, monetary 
and otherwise, on his wealthy father's 
part, Campbell built an airplane to 
compete for the prize the Londen 
Daily Mail had put up for the first 
flight. across the English channel.,Be- 
fore he could get his machine to the 
proper degree of efficiency deemed 
necessary for the then revolutionary 
flight. across the channel Bleriot had 
ee and ‘Campbell let his plans 
slide. 


Campbell enlisted at the outbreak 
of the war and fought in the trenches 
for twe years before transferring to 
the royal flying corps, where he re- 
mained for the duration of the war, 
winning the rank of captain. 


With a rebirth of auto racing in 
England in 1920, Campbell purchased 
a 350-horsepower Sunbeam and start- 
ed his campaign for speed supremacy 
that has finally carried’ him to the’ 
pinnacle of the antomobile racing 
world and today. finds him the only 
driver living who has attained a speed 
of better than 200 miles an hour. 

He came to the United States ‘n 
1928 with his Bluebird I and set the 
record at 207 miles an hour, the. mark 
which Sir Henry Segrave erased the 
next year in speeding over the Day- 
tona-sands at miles an hour, 
which’ record Captain Campbell beat 
today.’ 

The captain is a fatalist. 

“T have seen ‘it’ in front of me so 
many times,” he said just the other 
day on his arrival in New York when 
he was asked his views on life—and 
death. “I’m a fatalist. You never go 
before your time. If my time is up 
I’m ready to go. . There's no use 
grousing.” 

But now he has his record and lived 
to try another day.

_ As he sped past the first post mark- 
ing. the beginning of the official mile 
stretch and the official automatic stop 
watches clicked, it was realized that 
barring accident, Campbell was on his 
way to victory. 

Fourteen and 6-10 seconds later the 
great car hurtled by the mile marker, 
slowing down thereafter to « mere 
150 or 200 miles.an hour, and com- 
ing to a full stop far down the beach, 


There was a little delay on the re- 
turn trip. Although the Bluebird had 
covered its first mile at a speed of 
246.575 miles an hour, only: of 
the test was completed. Under the 
rules the driver must make two runs, 
south and north, to allow for what 
slight assistance the wind might have 
given on the “outbound” trip. 

NO HALT. ’ 


But Campbell waited not more than 
five minutes. The. Pluebi was 
wheeled to the southern mark, a hur- 
tied inspection. of its tires was made 
and Campbell awaited the signal, the 
cheers of the throngs who had watched 
his reeord-breaking dash ringing in 
his ears. . 

Again the motors roared into ac- 


tion and again he shot away. As he 


crossed the finish line the crowd 
poured out upon the sands, chasing 
him in the mist along the beach un- 
til, grinning happily, he came to a 
stop. Without asking, he knew the 
old record was shattered. The auto- 
mobile association officials hurried to 
confirm it. The return trip had been 
slower than the outbound dash, but 
it was clocked at 244,897 miles an 
hour which, averaged with the first 
speed, gave ‘an official record of 245.73 
miles an hour, cracking Sir Henry 
Segrave’s great mark by more than 
14 miles an hour. ds 

Campbell obeyed the orders of the 
contest beard,. They tad: feared that

A public address system carried the 
news to all parts of the course, as 
hundreds of spectators jammed around 
the machine and its smiling driver. 

Throughout, the test, the powerful 
double-sextet of cylinders performed 
perfectly. In the test, as the Blue- 
bird skimmed past the spectators in 
the dunes, it seemed to hug the speed- 
way well, and its course was direct 
as an arrow. The stream-lined “‘sta- 
bilizer,” like a huge fin, at the rear 
of the machine appeared to fulfil 
splendidly its function of preventing 
any sudden swerving from the mark. 

The great crowd paid a sponta- 
neous tribute to Campbell’s courage 
and sportsmanship. Cheering mo 
surrounded him, refusing to let him 
alight from his championship car, 
and it was many minutes before the 
driver could get the official word of 
his remarkable time. 

AUSTIN TRY. 

Captain Campbell's work for the 
day was not coneluded, however. 
From the big racer he stepped into a 
tiny Austin car and drove it into 
position for another test. It was slow 
going, however—if you want to call 
S2.361 miles an hour “slow gotng.

Campbell Describes Thrills 
Of Fastest Speed Ever Attained 


BY TED GILL. 
DAYTONA BEACH® Fla., Feb. 5. 
(P)—Captain Malcolm Campbell, king 
of the world’s race car drivers, sat 
in his hotel room tonight and related 
in graphic detail the thrills and sen- 
sations he ‘encountered today when he 
established a new land speed record 
of 245 miles an hour, over a measured 
mile course. 

Dressed in the same dark brown 
golf clothes he wore when he clipped 
off more than four miles a minute in 
his Blue Bird on the beach speedway, 
the veteran British driyer talked free- 
ly of his experience and declared he 
was ready to go out and try to beat 
his own mark before he returns. to 
England should beach and . weather 
conditions permit. 
He said the beach appeared to ‘be | 
disintegrating, however, and that he | 
might not be able even to make an as- | 
sault upon the speed record for five 
kilometers as he had planned. 
“I was greatly disappointed that I | 
was not able to set the record higher | 
than I did,” the slender, soft-voiced | 
Britisher said. “I am confident that | 
if the beach had beem better I could | 
have boosted it up to 258 or possibly | 
higher. | 
“Because the beach was uneven. 
and wet in placesy there was a terrific | 
drag on the car which slowed me. 
down very mich. The power thus | 
absorbed because of such. conditions , 
was enormous... Then, too, the visibili- | 
ty was terrible—I never could see) 
more than.300 yards ahead of me at | 
any time. 
“The flags set up along the outside 
of<the course to aid in helping me 
to steer a straight course were very 
beneficial. I don’t think I should 
have been able to make the speed I did 
had it not been for them. The red 
eloth bull’s-eyes hung up over the 
course at tle start and finish of the 
mile also were of tremendous value. 
They helped me to get straight as I 
approached the measured mile, other- 
wise I might have run into the soft 
sand.” 
Pausing a moment to light a cigaret, 
Campbell said the greatest sensation 
he got during his two record-breaking 
runs came w he shifted from sec- 
ond to high gear and the car fairly 
shot away with him. 
“That feeling was

carried me away with it in that tre- 
mendous burst of speed. Really.

“Now, for thrills. Well, I guess 
the biggest thrill I got was when I 
took a bad swing just before I en- 
tered the mile on my south run. 
There were’ wet places on the beach, 
where the water had stayed after the 
tide receded. Just before I entered 
the mile .[ saw a bad one and I 
swerved the car to miss it. The car 


tablishing a new record for ‘machines 
with a displacement of less than 45 
cubic inches, bit failed by six miles 
an hour. The-record for that class 
car is 87.76. 

The record Campbell set today was 
faster than racing officials had ex- 
pected. Before he started his trials, 
they warned him that because of the 
unfavorable conditions not to attempt 
any such speed of 265 which he 
claimed he made at one point during 
a trial‘run Tuesday. 

Campbell’s speed south~ over the 
kilometer, which was laid out within 
the measured mile, was 245.546 miles 
an hour, and on the north = run 
246.6 the highest speed at which 
h. offieially was clocked.

lishment, 
He testified, however, he did with- 


}hold advertising from papers he con- 


sidered “unfair” to the power com- 
He said five dailies, “the 
Thompson papers,” were in that 
group. He was referring to papers 
owned by Frederick I.. Thompson, Ala- 
bama publisher, although he did not 
mention ompson by name. 

Baldwin testified three weekly news- 
papers were in the “unfair” group 
but he did not name them. He said 
he made an effort to have the West- 
inghouse Electric Company and the 
General Electric Company. withhold 
advertising from the Thompson pa- 
pers but did not know what success 
he had, 

Baldwin left the Alabama Power 
Company. to become publicity direc- 
tor for the Commonwealth & South- 


ern Corporation, the holding company | 


of the Alabama Power Company, in 
July, 19380. His headquarters are in 
Birmingham. 


#® 6Healy questioned Baldwin about ad- 


vertising amounting to $26,000 which 
went to the Mobile Press from the 
Power Company from April, 1929, to 
November, 1930. The publicity direc- 
tor said he thought the Press was a 
good advertising medium. 

Numerous letters taken from Bald- 
win’s files were introduced into the 
record. Among them was one to A. 
(, Watt, of New York, who is con- 
nected with the Commonwealth cor- 
poration. It protested the distribu- 
tion by an’ advertising agency of an 
article which said the municipally 
owned plant at Springfield, IIL, had 
the “lowest electric residential rate” 
in the United States. The Baldwin 
letter “Said the distribution of such 
material “in my section is very dam- 
aging and I think something should 
be done to stop it.” 

Baldwin explained he thought Watt 
might see officials of the company 
mentioned in the article and end its 


| distribution. 


The power project at Muscle Shoals 
came into the hearing through another 
letter. Baldwin wrote about distri- 


bution through the Western Newspa- } 


per Union of material favorable to the 
Farmets’ Federated Fertilizer Com- 
pany which was bidding for Muscle 
Shoals in 1927. The Alabama Pow~ 
er Company also was bidding for the 
power plant. 
Baldwin said the material was dis- 
tributed as news matter and that he 
felt;sure some of the editors whd pub- 
lished it allowed it to “slip through. 
The publicity directors said the edi- 
tors always knew the source of’ ma- 
terial sent them by the power com 
pany. Whether they gave its origin 
was a matter for them to decide, he 
added. He testified the Alabama 
Power Company at one time operated 
a broadcasting station.

'he said, “was the station used to put 


out propoganda on Muscle Shoals, or

Former Screen Beauty Trounces 
Buster Keaton in Row Over Check 


Auto Accidents 
In City Thursday 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 5.—(@)— 
Kathleen Key, former film beauty, 
has crashed the gates of that fistic 
circle begun in Hollywood by John 
Gilbert and Jim Tully and, -by the 
admission of none other than her vic- 
tim, Buster Keaton, has come through 
with flying colors. 

The comedian Keaton’s part in the 
affair, in his own words, is that he 
was. beaten by her in an argument 
over money while Cliff Edwards, the 
“Ukelele Ike” of radio and sereen, 
and Clarence Locan, press agent, fled 
the scene. 

And while Edwards and Locan 
were beating a hasty retreat, so Kea- 
ton afterward related; a little negro 
bey, Willy, man of all tasks for the 
screen clown, finally came to his res- 
cue by calling police. They force- 
fully subdued the excited woman and 
took her to the Culver City jail but 
later released her without filing 
charges. 

Today, 24 hours after the melee in 
the dressing room of the comedian on 
a studio lot, Miss Key locked her door 
to all callers, telling them to see 
“Keaton about that.” Keaton was 
not to be found. 

The affair, as described by Keaton 
shortly after the battle while he 
nursed a face full of scratches and 
bruises, exceeded in action, Hollywood 
opined, the now historic battle be- 


tween Gilbert and Tully. 
The comedian, who is the husband 


of Natalie Talmadge, sister of the 
famous Norma and Constance, ex- 
plained it this way: 

Some time ago Miss Key expressed 
a desire to re-enter pictures but Kea- 
ton told her she was too stout, where- 
upon they made a $500 bet she 
couldn't take 20 pounds off the 139 
she weighed in 10 days. 

Keaton said time proved she 
couldn’t' but a try was a try so he 
became big-hearted and paid the bet. 
Whereupon Miss Key photographed 
the check, then cashed it and spent 
it. Soon, he said, she asked for more 
money.

Key came to Keaton and said she 
was $4,000 in debt.’

MOSCOW, Feb. 5.—(4)—Joseph 
Stalin today warned Russia’s million® 
of workers and peasants that their 
sacrifiees, which have been .consider- 
able during the past two years, must 
be continued if the country is to be 
placed in the class of the world pow- 
ers. 

He was cheered before and after 
the speech, which was delivered be- 
fore the national industrial congress. 

Stalin decreed the present tempo 
must be increased rather than slowed 
down. He said the present genera- 
tion of bolsheviks have more comforts 
than their forbears. 

He said the five-year industrializa- 
tion plan will positively be completed 
in’ four years, and that it would be 
completed in three, if all national re- 
sources were utilized. 

Stalin declared Russia is uniquely 
without unemployment. He predicted 
the soviet union would soon be the 
greatest agricultural nation, and 
claimed that the communist system 
has been shown as the only one in 
which an economic crisis, such as had 
laid low capitalistic countries, is im- 
possible. 

“In industrial development we lag 
behind the other natious of’the world 
by 50 to 100 years,” he said. “If we 
are not to be washed away we must 
cross that gap in ten years.”
